If the records ar® not 
available for any reason at Yokosuka or Headquarters, it might 
well be worth while for. a KUV/IlwF officer transiting a J to 
stop here for ens or two days to study the records. Commander 
■i, 3C v. who is most cooperative in. this respect, is now on a trip 
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but is due to return 27 June. H© will be glad to give a 
thorough briefing to any person certified by C_ -3 Station. 
Facilities at this station, as well as lack of KUWRAP trained 
individuals, vs ill make it impossible to digest and brief the 
whole oaso unless it can be done piece-meal and over a greatly 
- extended period, The case probably docs not justify a special 
trip from Yokosuka or Headquarters but* as suggested, the first 
transiting KOttRAF offloer might wall furnish a solution to this 
problem, 

5. Attachments also fall to emphasise the fact that most 
of the Chines© mentioned have been barred from bases as many as 
four tl?* as previously, but still were able to reform companies 
_ and re-emerge as intelligence collectors, leaving one to ooneiude 
that they are reorganised by now and again active on some base 
in Japan.

RITZ. up to the demolishing of the pool for new building in 1955.

He is an 
expert speed swimmer himself. It is not thought that any reports 
have ever considered as a Communist and this tenuous connec- 
tion is not definitive.

KU is mentioned as a brother of the manager of James S. 

Lee in Hong-Kong. At a point in the report (not forwarded) it 
is stated that the Japanese Police are observing the smuggling 
activities of James S. Lee and Company.
